CAUGHT AT HAWKINSVILLE 


Tale of Three Youths 
Stranger Than Fiction 


HAWKINSVILLE—(AP)—A tale of three youths who 
live in a house trailer with seven others of their family and 
a series of burglaries as strange as fiction was unraveled here. 


The story of how the youths _ 
“borrowed” cars to have trans- 
portation for committing burgla- 
ries came to light after they were 
caught in a foot race by Police 
Chief Tom Bragg. 

Lt. H. M. Spurlin, of the Geor- 
gia Bureau of Investigation, told 
*he story this way: 

Earl Mace, 18, and two younger 
brothers were surprised Sunday 
as they attempted to enter a trac- 
tor and automobile firm. They 
started running but were captured 
by Bragg and told ail. 

Last Sunday, as yesterday, they 
had ridden into town on their bi- 
cycles. In town they entered an 
automobile establishment and took 
a car and some tire tools which 
they used to burgiarize a filling 
station in Abbeville and a hard- 
ware store in Eastman. 

In Eastman they were spotted 
by police and fired on the offi- 
cers. They got away and returned 
the car to the owner. 

On March 6 they stole a car 
from the same establishment they 
tried to enter toaay and went to 
Eastman to commit another bur- 
giary. 

Returning to Hawkinsville, the 
car got stuck, so they went afoot 
to the place where they had stolen 
the car, took a truck and pulled 
the car free. They returned both 
the car and the truck. 

Spurlin said the boys also ad- 
mitted burglarizing a liquor store 
in Palatka, Fla., and a house 
somewhere else in Florida. The 
GBI agent said part of the loot 
Was recovered in the family 
trailer. 

Spurlin said the boy’s father fs 
a stove repairman and gave the 
family home as Snow Hill, N. C. 
Besides Earl, the ages of the boys 
in jail were given as 12 and 13.

Enduring Fame for Tarzan Creator 


To millions of Americans the name of 
Edgar Rice Burroughs conjures up a pic- 
ture of a half-naked man swinging through 
the trees, battling frequently with lions, 
tigers and other denizens of the jungle. 

That Mr. Burroughs, who died Sunday 
at the age of 74 after a busy lifetime of 
writing about Tarzan, had never been to 
. Africa is not at all to be marveled at. His 
books were, of course, fantasies of the 
purest sort. But they were wholesome fan- 
tasies and we doubt that any of us are 


worse off from having pored over many 
volumes of them in our youth. To have 
visited-Africa might have forced Mr. Bur- 
roughs to have tempered fantasy with 
reality. He was wise in giving his imagina- 
tion free rein. 

More than 36,000,000 copies of the Tar- 
zan books have been sold since 1912; bring- 
ing their author great fortune as well as 
enduring fame. Even at his death 15 novels 
awaited publication. Tarzan will be a fa- 
vorite for many generations to come.

Congratulations to Elberton 


The up-and-coming city of Elberton is 
to be congratulated on becoming the seat 
of the newly created Southeastern Power 
Administration, which will supervise the 
sale of electric power from Federal dams 
in 10 States. 

Selection of Elberton was, of course, a 
logical one. It is situated near the center 
of the area the Administration will serve. 
It is near the lake to be created by the 
giant Clark Hill dam on the Savannah 
River. But the fact that Elberton busi- 
ness men, civic groups and others got busy 
and showed the Government the city’s 
many advantages speaks volumes about an 
alert and determined citizenry. 

The SPA ultimately will employ about 
200 persons in Elberton and will have a 
pay roll of an estimated $750,000 annually. 
Elberton, though, will reap much greater

benefits. As the center of rapidly devel- 
oping Southeastern power area, it no 
doubt will become the site of many new 
industries. There now are 35 power dams 
in the region already completed, in process 
of building or planned. 

Editor G. T. Christian, of the Elberton 
Star, who had much to do with inducing 
SPA to come to the city, stated the case 
well. Said he: 

“There can be no doubt but that the 
Southeast is on the verge of the greatest 
industrial development the nation has ever 
seen. When all the power projects now 
approved or projected in Georgia and 
neighboring States are completed, there 
will be added to our ideal climate, abun- 
dant labor, and hospitable people, a reser- 
voir of power that completes the setup in- 
dustry has long since dreamed about.” 
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‘Is Democracy Always Wasteful? 


WASHINGTON—Over the years it has been customary for the critics to complain of the waste- 
fulness in Government under our democratic processes, as contrasted with the greater efficiency which 
was said to be found in totalitarian and dictatorship regimes. 


This is a view which has been quite gen- 
erally held. Here in this country it has been 
the popular thing to associate government with 
waste. The two words have been more or less 
synonymous. We have been led to believe that 
for every dollar of the taxpayer’s money spent 
by the Government the public gets only about 
50 cents in value received. 

The cynics among us have long despaired of 
Government, under our democratic system, reach- 
ing a state of efficiency imputed to some of the 
benevolent dictatorships existing in other coun- 
tries. These dictatorships were held to be able 
to get results more cheaply and quicker, simply 
because their decisions were not subject to public 
pressure or debate. 


But these who hold such view are in 
for a certain amount of disillusionment, if 
they study the reports of our research teams 
sent into Germany after the war te check 
on the methods employed by the Nazi regime 

‘ in handling such problems as strategic ma- 
terials, manpower, propaganda, military or- 
ganization and co-ordination. 


In his book, “Modern Arms and: Free Men,” 


Dr. Vannever Bush, Director of the Office of — 


Scientific Research and Development during the 
war, tells of the findings of these research teams. 
They were sent to Germany especially to study 
the German methods, with a view to determin- 
ing wherein the Nazis failed while we succeeded, 
or vice versa. 


Here is what Dr. Bush found: “The.Germans 
had made astonishing mistakes in every sphere 
of action, which continued throughout the war 
without correction. Every team we sent re- 
turned convinced that the democratic system is 
clearly more efficient, dollar for dollar and hour 
for hour, than any totalitarian system.” 

According to Dr. Bush, our research teams 
also found the key to the difference and greater 
effectiveness of the democratic system over dic- 
tatorships. “It lies,” he said, “in the fact that 
in a democracy criticism flows both ways, up as 
well as down. This factor, plus our Government’s 


ability to secure the completely frank judgment 
of experts in any field, far more than offsets the 
apparent looseness of democracy.” 

Maybe we are not as bad off as the critics 

have led usto believe. The vaunted efficiency 
of the Nazi regime under the Hitler dictatorship 
showed up very poorly in comparison with the 
slow-moving processes of our democratic sys- 
tem. We may have seemed to be slow at times, 
but we delivered with greater efficiency in. the 
end. 
What our research teams learned with re- 
spect to the Germans has an application to Rus- 
sia, where an even more closely knit totalitarian 
regime exists, Dr. Bush believes. The type of 
dictatorship now holding sway in Russia, he says, 
may be capable of forcing its people to enor- 
mous sacrifice in the building of war materials. 
It can adopt programs for educating its people 
in science and engineering, “construct far-flung 
institutes,” and ultimately achieve mass produc- 
tion methods. ' 

“But,” he adds, “it is not adapted for effec- 
tive performance in pioneering fields, either in 
basic science or in involved and novel appli- 
cations. It has many of the faults of the Ger- 
man dictatorship, magnified to the nth degree. 
Hence it is likely to produce great mistakes and 
great abortions.” : 


Coming from a man of such eminence, 
these should be consoling words for those 
who prefer to believe that government un- 
der our democratic system does not embody 
all of the wastefulness and inefficency which 
the critics have proclaimed. No one is pre- 
pared to argue that we have reached a stage 
of perfection in government, of course. There 
is still much lost motion to be eliminated, 
much waste to be corrected. 


But in comparison with the dictatorships we 
are a lot better off than many would admit. After 
all, we have come a long ways in the past half 
century and more. We are now the recognized 
leading world power, and that goes for industry 
and finance as well. ‘

Reconstruction — 
Has Just Begun

cerpts from an article in this issue by Ralph McGill entitled “The 
Real Reconstruction Begins.” 


In Cleveland, Ga., Jim Davidson, soldier of World War I and 
editor of The Cleveland Courier, talks and writes about the new 
life in the Appalachians, where once corn whiskey and a few hogs 
and sheep were the only crops, and teh burden of making a. living 
was hard, and comforts few. Even the mountains are changing. 
Rural electrification has come—and still is coming. The mountain- 
eers are planting clovers and grasses and hybrid corn. They are 
marketing millions of broilers each yéar. They are creating new, 
small dairies, and the big cheese firms are becoming interested. 

“The mountains had it hard,” Jim Davidson says. “We had 
small fields and couldn't compete with the big ones. Now, with 
hybrid corn and with grasses that will grow in our valleys and 
along our slopes to hold soil, we can build, and are building, a new 
and solid economy. There are pumps in the wells and water in 
the houses now. We've just begun. ‘But we are on the way.” 


Grass In the South 10 years ago, a green field in January was 

an oddity. Today all over the South are rich meadows on 
which cattle can.graze the year around. The livestock population* 
has more than tripled, and there is almost a distinct cult of farmers 
who favor the new grasses and legumes that keep fields green in 
Winter: sericea, lespedeza, ladino, white Dutch, Manganese, and 
crimson clovers; Kentucky 31 fescue, and its rival from Oregon, 
kudzu—the miracle plant that heals land wounds that time alone 
will not heal, but worsen. Cattlemen from Nebraska, Kansas and 
Illinois come to look, and some even stay. There is also a trend 
toward small grains. Many a farmer, quitting cotton, has started 
planting oats and wheat, and found them rewarding. 

“I felt like I had got out of jail when I quit cotton,” one farmer 
told me last June, as we rode on the combine which was harvesting 
his oats. His wife, who once picked cotton, was happy in her newly 
electrified kitchen. | 


Towns The towns, too, have grown and improved. Finally, there 
are the people, whose faces don’t look as they did 10 and 
20 years ago. 

But the South has by no means caught up. Measured by abso- 
lutes, it still lags in many details. Measured by the past, however, 
the gains have been dramatic. The South today has a feeling it’ is 
out of the woods. It still has its frustwations, and its infections, 
like the Ku Klux Klan, and the demagoguery of some of its politi- 
cians, but even these plagues are not as virulent as they used to be. 
The talk today is not so much of the two lynchings last year, but 
of the more than 20 that were prevented by forthright action of 
local law-enforcement officers. As for the Klan, it is an almost 
impotent organization, unfeared save in the few remote rural 
regions where population ‘is sparse and frustration and poverty 
worst. Even in such areas, the Klan is growing less resolute. 

There is still a struggle going on between the old and the new 
attitudes, and nothing reflects it better than recent action in the 
Dixiecrat State of Mississippi, where the Dixiecrat Governor took 
the lead in appropriating money to equalize educational facilities 
in the State, both as to equipment and pay. There are many lesser, 
but still important, illustrations of change and improvement in race 
relations, and of the corresponding increases in human dignity. 


Problem It was in 1938 that President Roosevelt made public 
the study by a group of Southerners which proved the 
South to be the nation’s chief ecenomic problem. 

Since 1938 the South’s population has increased by more than 
3,000,000, despite the heavy emigration. Wages are higher, farm 
income ts greater, and agricultural practices are much improved and 
diversified. There are 5,000,000 more cattle. New industries have 
been established and more continue to come. Yet the South still 
receives only about .a fifth of the nation’s income, and still buys 
most of the nation’s fertilizer. 

In 1938, available figures show, the South mined one-tenth of 
the nation’s iron ore, but: produced only 7 percent of the nation’s 
pig iron. By 1948, the South was producing about ‘13 percent of 
U. S. pig iron. In 1938, the South had 27 percent of the nation’s 
installed hydroelectric generating capacity and a production of 21 
percent of the nation’s total power. Today it is estimated that 
the South has about 30 percent of the generating capacity and 
produces about 28 percent of the national total. 


Since it has the most children and the least 
Improvement income, education is perhaps the region’s major 
problem. Progress is being made. Georgia, for example, which 
had one of the most impoverished school systems, has increased its 
State school appropriations from $14,457,132 in 1938 to $50,875,000 
in 1950. Such increased budgets are more or less the rule all over 
the South. Yet measured against the national figures, they still 
reveal a serious lag. 

Perhaps the greatest improvement has been in public health, 
although even here the national figures reveal how far the South 
has yet to go. Malaria, once the worst plague, has been greatly 
reduced, and in. many areas eliminated. The doctor shortage is 
most severe in the South. 

According to a study made at the University of Georgia in 1935, 
the South’s percentage of the nation’s industry in 1930 was almost 
exactly that of 1865. It is against this background that one must 
measure the progress—and the tremendous lag which remains. 
Migration to the cities emphasizes the fact that, while there has 
been improvement in the farm and industrial economy, training 
for service industries is not receiving enough attention. These must, 
eventually, absorb much of the increase in urban populations, 

For a generation now the South has talked and written of “a 
New South.” The birth pains are at last beginning.

A Threat to Our Rights 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Joseph McCarthy’s daubing a lot of people 
with Communist red paint, on no grounds stronger than that they 
have been listed as associates of other alleged but not proven 
Communists, has again emphasized the helplessness of individual 
citizens before congressional investigating committees. 

The first recorded comparable'incident occurred in 1792 when 
Gen. Arthur St. Clair, a close friend of President George Wash- 
ington was pilloried by a congressional committee on the grounds 
that he- had misconducted a military expedition against the Indians. 

Gen. St. Clair’s supporters charged that the investigation was 
trumped up by adherents of Thomas Jefferson to influence public 
opinion in the election of 1792. 

It-is pertinent to note that this also is an election year and 
that the charge by Sen. McCarthy that 57 Communists were on 
the State Department’s pay roll was first voiced at one of a series 
of Lincoln Day banquets, opening the Republican congressional 
campaign. 


~ The crucial circumstances in both of these in- 
Immunity stances, and in scores of other cases over the 
158 intervening years, is that a member of Congress, either on the 
floor or before a committee, can make any charges he pleases with 
complete immunity from the laws of libel. And the person accused 
has no right of rebuttal at all, except as the investigating com- 
mittee, more often than ndt in sympathy with the accused, may 
permit. 

The present investigation is unusual in that it is proceeding 
before a committee dominated by Administration Democrats, patent- 
ly hostile to McCarthy. But McCarthy holds the advantage of the 
first blow, and his charges are so widely diffused as to make it 
difficult for any of the accused to catch up with him. 


Ch ange Whereas now it is the left-wingers on the congressional

poena, the complete file of messages sent and received by a Chicago 
law firm. 

A subsequent Senate resolution, appropriating $10,000 for re 
sistance by the Lobby Committee to the court injunction, was de- 
feated in the House, 153 to 137. 

On the side of curbing committee excesses, the difficulty has 
been how to do it without destroying what Woodrow Wilson once 
defended as the congressional right of “semijudicial examination 
into corners suspected to be dirty.” 

For over a century and a half Congress has defeated every at- 
tempt to curtail that right in the slightest, and it is sure to sustain 
it now, even as misused by McCarthy,

Price Tags Don't Mean Much Now 


| including gossip, hearsay, and innuendo, is often 


included in reports on, individuals gathered by 
the FBI and others which is winnowed out and 
proved unfounded when evidence develops. It 
seems superfluous to say that this sort of ma- 
terial should not get into the hands of irre- 
sponsible persons who would use it maliciously— 
for political or other purposes. 


The FBI gathers information by the in- 
vestigative process. It does not evaluate it, 
or make judgments. That is not its function. 
It is not assigned such a function because 
that would give a Federal police force dis- 
cretionary powers that could become danger- 
ous and could produce a “police state,” as 
the Justice Department has said in its de- 
nunciation of a provision in the National 
Science Foundation Bill passed by the House 
that would give the FBI authority to pass on 
loyalty of students who receive fellowships. 
J. Edgar Hoover, FBI Chief, joined in op- 
position te any such powers for his agency. 


The tendency in Congress just now to go to 
extreme lengths in such matters is exhibited also 
in the Mundt-Ferguson-Nixon Bill, recently ap- 
proved by the Senate Judiciary Committee after 
passing the House, that would impose wide dis- 
cretion in a subversive board created in the Jus- 
tice Department and contains other vague pro- 
visions that might be misused. It is being fought 
by the American Civil Liberties Union. 

The danger is that in this time, under the 
stress of fear, precedents may be established and 
laws passed which could be corrupted for vicious 
and un-American purposes in the future, and 
maybe not too long a future, and destroy the 
bases of freedom on which our democracy rests.

But the man 
showed me another box of gleaming white ard 
chrome, trimmed in blue, and carrying a price 
tag of $265. It bore a name I’d never seen before, 
but he said I could have it for $90, net. I bit. 

My freeze box must have been built by the 
same fellow gvho presented an assortment of simi- 
lar items to President Truman and his pals a 
while back. The first time it broke down, the 
bill was $40. The next time my frozen food 
thawed out it cost me $35 to get the compressor 
patched.

Jimmy's Business Activities 


Without further introduction, I would like to resume study of Jimmy Roose- 
velt’s business activities and the morals and ethics bespoken by those activities, 
bearing in mind that he himself denies that he ever exploited his father’s political 
positions. This man is now actively campaigning for election to be Governor of 

ee California, and citizens may estimate the type of government he would give them 
by considering his past performances. Although he now denies that he ever wrote any “political insur- 
ance,” Jimmy admitted to Walter Davenport, of Collier’s, that he took a job at $15,000 a year with a 
bunch of rapid-fire promoters, knowing he wasn’t worth the money and realizing full well that they 


were paying him for his name. 


Jimmy was married and going to law 
school in Boston and earning $25 a week in 
' @ small insurance agency in his spare time 
- when along came the Southern Corporation, 
“a promotional group putting money into 
whatever they imagined might pay dividends 
if properly exploited. Father had become a na- 
tional figure. The name was likely to become 
an asset. So the Southern Corporation put 
money into De Gerard’s company (the small 
insurance agency) and made me vice presi- 
dent. Get this, { was still a law student and 
they offered me $15,000 a year. I wasn’t 
being kidded. I knew perfectly well they 
were paying me for the name and for any 
value the name might have. I had no illu- 
sions that as an insurance solicitor I was 
worth $15,000 on my ability alone. They did 
things in the grand manner.

Jimmy also discussed his job as President of 
the National Grain Yeast Corporation, of Belle- 
ville, N. J. 4 

At 28, without the slightest experience in the 
line, Jimmy became president of this company. 
He soon hired his brother, Franklin. Jimmy’s 
pay was “at the rate of $25,000 a year,” but he 
doesn’t say whether he collected the whole $25,- 
000 or was paid for only the three months that 
he did serve. “I quit when I found it was neither 
to Hale’s interests nor mine for me to stay,” he 
said. | 

This is Frank J. Hale, an old-time prohibition 
agent, who was dismissed from the government 
service under a cloud. 

I made several attempts to interview Hale a 
few years ago. The offices were always locked 
and an answering service answered the phone. 
Danton Walker, the New York Night-Life col- 
umnist, wrote that Hale, “a dance-crazy young 
rough-neck” dancing at a Barbary Coast joint 
called the Midway, started the American dance 
eraze by whirling Anna Pavlova through the 
Grizzly: Bear when she went slumming. 

3 In May, 1928, Mrs. Mabel Walker Wille- 
brandt, the Assistant Attorney General in charge 
of prohibition enforcement, disclosed Hale’s offi- 
cial record to a Senate Committee. He was de- 
scribed as an “ex-prohibition agent” and pub- 
lisher of an anti-Hoover weekly called “Politics.” 

The New York Times. printed a Washington 
dispatch thus: | 
“Mrs. Willebrandt, testifying from the files 
of the department, declared that Hale was in 
the prohibition unit five years. In her opinion 
the man largely responsible for him was Gen. 
Lincoln C. Andrews, former Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury.” She said Hale was recommended 
by J. N. Chamberlain, of Atlantic City, a close 
friend of Andrews. ~~ ‘ 

Mrs. Willebrandt said Hale never had a bank 


account -but was part owner of a safety-deposit 
box and that Chamberlain’s bank deposits never 
exceeded $300 at a time until he planted Hale 
in the prohibition service. 


Immediately thereafter, she said, Chamber- 
lain deposited from $1,000 to $5,000 monthly 
and, in little more than a year, deposited more 
than $155,000. His known legitimate income was 
not more than $10,000. She said Chamberlain, 
working through Andrews, got Hale “unlimited 
control of the alcohol output of the New York 
territory.” She also said the income of Harold 
Goldman, a New York attorney in the incorpora- 
tion of “Politics,” jumped from $5,000 to $50,000. 
She said there was a safe deposit box in the 
National City Bank, New York, to which “John 


- Morgan” had access and said that, beyond rea- 


sonable doubt, Hale was Morgan. Hale’s highest 
income tax was $43 and his total for his five 
years in the prohibition service was $75. 


Hale testified that he personally had lost 
$8,000 on “Politics” in 1928. Mrs. Willebrandt 
said that if Hale’s tax returns were truthful he 
never had enough to stand this loss. 


She said there were accumulated reports 
of “Hale’s irregularities.” .She said, on Jan. 
27, 1926, Chamberlain spent the evening with 
Hale and the next morning showed 20 $1,000 
bills to a man in Newark. All Chamberlain’s 
deposits were in currency except one $500 
check from a company which refused infor- 
mation “because it might incriminate them.” 
She said this company was a cover for the 
C. J. Higgins Company in New York which 
had a permit to manufacture alcohol. She 
said a New Jersey agent named Sparks sent 
two men to the suspected premises in New 
York and that the head of the concern tele- 
phoned Uale, who then asked Sparks what 
he meant by sending agents to New York 
without his permission, The next day the 
Jersey agents reappeared and Hale’s men 
arrested them, abused them and sent them 
back. She said Secretary Mellon started an 
investigation of Hale’s official acts and tax 
returns and that he was summarily dismissed. 


Soon after Jimmy Roosevelt went to work 
for Frank Hale there were reports that Waxie 
Gordon, a notorious bootlegger, was his real 
employer. During prohibition Sam Brass, then 
president of the yeast company, applied for a 
permit to manufacture alcohol, which was worth 
fabulous prices.

ON THE ATLANTIC—Freighter travel at its best is for the 
young in spirit. And at its worst, which is on a windy, wintry 
North Atlantic, the younger .the body the better. Passage on a 
freighter entitles you to transportation and enough food to pre- 


serve life. 


But some lines, including the Waterman, add such 
meals 


attractions as clean cabins, private baths and three fine 


day: 

Freighter travel is extremely 
casual from the moment the 
passenger steps aboard, and has 
to locate his own cabin until he 
disembarks, still on his own. It’s 
relatively inexpensive and serv- 
ice being almost nonexistent, the 
tipping problem is solved before 
it begins. And if the sea has any 
attraction for him, he _ sees, 
smells and feels it 24 hours a 
day. 


A COUPLE of days out, male 
passengers quit shaving regu- 
larly, dress as sloppily as the 
crew and lace their landbound 
conversations with knowing ref- 
erences to bulkheads, overheads, 
ladders and other salty phrases 
straight from the Bluejackets’ 
manual. Women suffer a simi- 
lar sea-change, wear their old- 
est and worst and begin to 
make distinctions between por- 
poises and whales. Shore talk 
soon goes by the board and long 
conversations revolve about the 
relative merits of port and star- 
board cabins, the weather today, 
yesterday and tomorrow, and 
whether the ca2piain really 
knows where the ship is.

There are 
buckets of paint to be stepped 
in, lines to trip over and lad- 
ders to fall down. There is 


food to be spilled at meals and 
other mishaps common to the 
heavy-footed at sea. 


Then there are the mental 
frustrations that must be met 
and overcome. A passive atti- 
tude, a roll-with-theship psy- 
chology will take care of this. 
These hurdles include salt wa- 
ter in the drinking fountain 
when you're thirstiest, hot air 
whistling from the shower noz- 
zle instead of water, and wak- 
ing up on the cabin floor on a 
rough night with the mattress 
over you and a wastebasket and 
pair of shoes racketing about 
your head. Minor items that 
add spice to the yoyage are 
ports that won’t open to admit 
air, but perversely let in the 
sea, drawers that won’t close, 
doors that always stick, and 
meal hours. 


MEALS ABOARD are served 
as close to the times of the 
changing of the watch as pos- 
sible. This gives everybody, off- 
going, oncoming, and the off 
watch sections, a chance to eat 
without working the galley force 
overtime. So breakfast comes at 
7:30, lunch at 11:30 and supper 
at 5. This is great for the career 
men aboard but takes a little ad- 
justing on the part of the tran- 
sients.

| A believer in that old ounce-of- 
prevention axiom, Dr. Beube said 
pyorrhea could be prevented by 
proper brushing of the teeth and 
gums, a balanced diet and replace- 
‘ment of lost molars. 

Most commonly caused by local 
irritants such as food particles be- 
tween the teeth, pyorrhea is best 
averted by an angular (about 45 
degrees) brushing of the teeth. 
|The New York dentist says 
straight up-and-down or sideways 
‘brushing is-not as effective as the 
‘slanted stroke. 

Dr. Beube emphasized the im- 
‘portance of replacing a lost tooth 
‘with a substitute tooth or bridge 
to prevent a shift in the proper re- 
lationship of the teeth which might} 
‘lead to pyorrhea. 
| uf a patient gets pyorrhea, how- 
ever, he often can be treated suc- 
cessfully by such means as re- 
moval of accumulations between 
the teeth, curettement of the soft 
tissue or surgery. Dr. Beube him- 
self devised a technique for build- 
ing up the bone by making an in- 
‘cision in the tissue and implanting 
a bone powder.

Southwest Fulton Civic Clubs 
_ Ask Butner Road Improvement

Through their civic organiza- 
tion, the Federation of Civic Clubs 
of Southwest Fulton County, they 
have started a campaign to induce 
the Board of County Commission- 
ers to widen and hard-surface the 
Butner Road Extension from Ben 
‘Hill to the Coweta County line, a 
distance of 16 miles. 


The federation consists of the 
icivie clubs of each, of the five 
Seer in Southwest Fulton 

unty—Ben Hill, Cedar Grove, 
|Rico, Sandtown and Tell. These 
‘clubs have a membership which) 
| represents most of the 1,500 fam- 
ilies in the Southwest Fulton area. 
The Federation itself is composed 
of the officers and directors of the’ 
five selubs. 

At a meeting at the Central 
School in Tell, members of fhe 
Federation elected new officers 
and resolved to get something 
done about the Butner road ex- 
tension. 


“We have been in the mud long 
enough, ” said J. Carl Chappell, re-| 
tiring Chairman of the Federation, 
“and, besides, the hard-surfacing of 
this road would result in the large- 
scale development of the South- 
| west Fulton County.” 


| Chappell, who is in the Audit-| 
‘ing Department of the First Na-| 
tional Bank of Atlanta, said there| 
iare five churches on this road and 
‘four county schools—Ben Hill, 
| Tell, Cedar Grove and Rico. 

The Butner road extension is 
one of the most widely-used roads 
‘In Southwest Fulton County. 
‘Lying midway between the Roose-| 
‘velt Highway and the Campbell- 
ton Road, both paved highways, it 
is ina strategic position and taps 
most of thé farming area of wens 
section of the coynty. 

“In addition to the improvement 
+ pad Presto gy se would bring to) 

uthwest Fulton County,” ex-| 
plained Chappell, “this road, if| 
ard-surfaced, would relieve con-| 
gestion on both the Roosevelt High-' 
way and-the Campbellton Road. It 


fwould shorten both time and dis- 
itance into Atlanta.” 


Among other advantages, Chap-| | 

ll said that the Butner road ex-! 

ension improvement would short-| 
a by 10 miles the distance be-, 
tween Atlanta and Carrollton and 
would make it easier for people in 
Newnan to get into Atlanta 

“The advantages in matters of 
traffic are obvious,” continued 
Chappell, “but the ‘greatest eco- 
nomic benefit would come to) 
Southwest Fulton County. For this 
improvement would greatly speed 


‘this area, both as a farming sec- 
tion and as a suburban area of 
Atlanta.” 

Despite the bad roads, J. V. Me- 
‘lear, President of the Rico Civic 
Club, said that Southwest Ful- 
ton is making progress in diversi- 
fied farming. Most of the farmers, 
of the area, he said, are going in, 
for truck and garden crops, ds: 
well as poultry, eggs and livestock. 

“In livestock, we are going 
ahead,” he said, “and acreages go- 
ing into permanent pasturage are 
getting larger every year.” 

Another advocate of the road| 
improvement is Dr. W. H. Tanner, | 
of the Rico Community, near the' 
Coweta County line. |

Lakes, in the Cedar Grove neigh- 
borhood. Here,

HORSE MEAT (ALIAS BEEF) SEIZED 
IN CHICAGO ON TIP FROM TEXAS 


Constitution Chicago Bureau 

CHICAGO—City and State health authorities today are 
guarding six tons of horse meat camouflaged as choice beef and 
destined for shipment from Chicago to Texas. 

The tip which led to the seizure came from Texas, where 
shipments of 3,600 pounds, 1,911 pounds and 8,000 pounds had 
been seized since March 9 in Dallas and Houston. 

The 12,000-pound shipment was seized in a Chicago cold 
storage plant March 10. Dr. O. W. Seher, head of Federal Meat 
Inspection in Chicago, said the horse meat, selling wholesale at 
25 to 30 cents a pound, would have brought the sellers 90 cents 
to $1.25 a pound as choice beef. It never had been government 
inspected or marked as required by law. 

Bundesen said there are approximately only 12 pounds of 
meat on a horse which closely resembles beef tenderloin, there- 
fore the shipment seized represents the slaughter of 1,000 horses.
